Dear Harold: 

Thanks for your letter responding to the CIA documents I sent 
you. I've just recovered from a brief illness and cannot now find 
your letter. Perhaps I left it at my new office downtown. But I do 
recall a couple of points I wanted comment on. 

You asked who Russ Holmes was or what the Russ Holmes Work 
File is. Russ Holmes was a CIA official who apparently was at 
least in part responsible for collecting materials requested by the 
HSCA. As the enclosed 28-page list of these files shows, the 
materials in the Russ Holmes Work File are voluminous. 

The AARC has received all of the files listed. If there are 
any that you are particularly interested in, we can provide them to 
you at a lower cost than the National Archives does. 

Sarah Hall, as I recall, reviewed most of the JFK assassina- 
tion books. My recollection is that she was the one that Bud and 
I discovered was rather taken with Hugh McDonald's Appointment in 
Dallas. This emerged during a FOIA lawsuit Bud filed. I remember 
that he and I met with Louis Dube to discuss their Vaucrhn index. 
Dube ridiculed her comments. 

As for filing a Privacy Act suit against the CIA to correct 
the record, I am possibly interested. The main constraint is time. 
I've spent most of the past year trying to get paid some of the 
mountain of money I think the Government owes me for having beaten 
it repeatedly (I'm four in a row in the Court of Appeals now) . I 
have four pending fee petitions v/hich, if entirely granted, could 
bring me about $400,000. I have another three or four cases in 
which I can move for fees as soon as I find the time to do so. In 
the meantime, I'm living off what's left of my inheritance, which 
will not last all that much longer. 

Why don't you draft a letter to the CIA regarding the errors 
in the CIA document and I will refine it and send it in. Also let 
me know how we can prove our case. I will certainly take you at 
your word, but you know the Ageney won't. 




The Review Board got the various government agencies to 
release their internal records on our FOIA lawsuits. Mark Allen 
has provided me with copies of the internal records on some of his 
lawsuits. I wish I had time to check and see what they have 
released on yours. Perhaps we could enlist Wrone to check on this 
on one of his trips out this way.
